| DEAN. STANLEY, 
By the death of ‘Desa Stanley, Eogland has lost one of the most promi : 

figures in the ranks of her theologians, in the ranks, rather, of her leaders of | 

men. There was litte s; vecifically theological in the mind of Arthur Penrhyn — 

| Stanley and certainly none of the odium theologicum. He has left behind him 


the memory of the most graceful impartiality and toleration that have ever 


adorned a high ecclesiastical dignity, His action in allowing Bishop Colenso— 
and Professor Max Miiller to preach in the walls of the sacred edifice of which | 
he had the charge, was marked by a chivalric toleration that could not be | 
equalled in the English church. Still more was this toleration displayed in — 
social life,in which Dean Stanley's inflaence was hardly less conspicuous and 

Round his hospitable board 
he used to collect mon of all shades of opinion, of all races and of all creeds. 
Ile befriended the late Emanuel Deutsch in many ways and always evinced a — 
a high sense of his great talents, And throaghout his life he took the deepest 
interest in all that concerns the past history and present condition of the Jews. 
In his Sinai and Palestine’ he presented the facts of sacred geography in 
their most attractive light and rendered what is ordinarily the driest of subjects 
one of the most interesting. And in his ‘ Lectures on the Jewish Church ” which 
now extend to three volumes, he attempted to do for Biblical history what his 
great master, Dr, Arnold, had done for Roman history. Each had a German 
forerunner in the work, Niebubr in the case of Arnold, Ewald in that of Stanley. 
But the latter surpassed bis original in grace of style, in sobriety of treatment | 
and in local knowledge. Fora purely literary treatment of biblical history we 
know of no work that places its facts in so fascinating a light as these lectures 
of Dean Stanley. Of his somewhat peculiar views on Anglican theology we 
have not here to deal, but wo may remark that his divergences from 
his colleagues always tended in the direction of greater toleration, of wider 
sympathies, and, we may add, of a more Jewish conception of the character and 
position of Jews. Rarely has the English Church lost such a combination of 
learning, liberality, and eloquence as-in Dean Stanley, And rarely have the 
Jewish people had so intelligent and sympathetic a student of their customs 
and history as they once possessed in the late Dean of Westminster, The Jews 
of England can sincerely add their tribute of regret and gratitude to one who 
has,shown himself so truly their friend, and so truly the friend of all who 
struggle against the pressure of prejudice or intolerance.

Sin —Allow me by the medium of your journal to inform Mr. Guedalla, in- 
answer to his enquiry as to the veracity of the statement made in the Zimes last | 


week respecting the existence of Jewish congregations at Madrid and Seville, 
that in the firet named city there is no covgregation in the accepted sense of 
the term. There are certainly a few Jewish families resident in the Spanish 
capital, and occasionally they hold divine services ; there are, however, no offi- 
ciala such as exist in organized congregations. I believe I am correct in stating 
that an account of a religious observance held on the Day of Atonement appeared 
in the columvus of the Jewish Chronicle towards the end of 187,.in which the 
writer mentioned where the observance took place, and the actual number of 
Israclites residentin Madrid. In Seville, where there are a number of Barbary 
Jews, services are frequently performed, bat there again there is no organized 
congregation. The known fact that Israelites occasionally meet for the pur- 
pose of prayer, po doubt led the correspondent of the Vanes to assert that 
congregations exist in the above-named cities. I regret I am unable to give’ 
Mr. Guedalla more precise information respecting the number of services held 
during the last fifteen months. 

Kuowing the very energeticand praiseworthy efforts Mr. Guedalla is making 
on behalf ot our corcligionists, [ venture to call his attentiou to Majorca, one 
of the Balearic Islands in the Mediterranean, which would, I feel sure, offer a 
sure field for prosperity for a number of the unfortunate Russian Jews. As I 
have frequently mentioned in previous.communications to the Jewish Chronicle, 
it contains anumber of descendants, pir sang of the “ Christianos Nuevos,” 
who from the predilection they manifest towards everything pertaining to the 


‘religion of their ancestors, would certainly extend to the Israelites a cordial 


welcome, and not improbably many of them would return to the faith of their 
forefathere, which dire necessity only compelled them to foreake.

THE JEWS OF YORK, 


In “Walks through the City of York,” by the late Robert Davies, F.S.A.; 


a local antiquary, some references are made to the interesting subject of the 
Jews in York. The derivation of the word Jewbury, an old orchard, but now a 
place covered with houses, is quoted from the historian Drake, who says that 
‘beyond Larethorpe Bridge 18 a place at this day called Jewbury, quasi Jew- 
burgh, which certainly was the district allowed those mercantile people (meaning 
the Jews) to live in, exira muros, and where they might have the advantage of. 
this navigation ”’ (meaning the Foss). But in a subsequent passage Drake 


qualifies this statement, and describes Jewbury to be a “burgh or district 


auciently inhabited by these people, or assigned to them for the burial of their 
dead”; and to show the greater probability of the latter supposition, Mr. Davies 
quotes an assertion of the ancient historian, Roger de Hoveden, that ‘‘ King 
Henry II. granted a license to the Jews to have a burial place without the 
walls of every city.’ Mr. Davies has no doubt that Mc. Drake’s later bypo- 
thesis—viz., that ‘“ Jewbury was assigned to the Jews for the burial of their 
dead "—is the trae one. By the Inquisition taken upon the expulsion of the: 
Jews from England by King Edward I. in the 18th year of his reign, it is found 
that the place called “ Le Jewbiry,” which consisted of one acre of land, on at 
of which a house was built, was held by the community of the Jews of York 


and Lincoln, ‘‘ubi sepnltura eorum erat’ The words of the record do not enable 


us to determine positively whether tho community of Jews to which it refers 
was confined to the cities or extended to the counties of York and Lincoln ; but 
the quantity of ground would appear to be disproportionately large for the 
purpose intended when compared with the amount of Hebrew population in tho 
cities, so far as that can be inferred from our knowledge of the number of Jews 


in York at the period ef theirexpulsion. Therefore the probability is that Jewbury’ 

was the common burying-place for the Jewsin the counties of York and Lincola, 
If any proof were wanting of the identity of the place now called Jewbury |

A letter was read from the Colonial Office stating that the Governor-in-Chief of 
the Leeward Islands had been instructed by Earl Kimberley to ask the Legislative 
Council for a vote towards defraying the cost of removing the squatters from the 
disused Jewish burial ground at Charlestown. Nevis, and that after the ground had 
been fenced in at the expense of the London Committee of Deputies of the British 


Jews. the local police should be authorized to protect the ground. 


As a supplement to the letter from the Colonial Office, the SOLICITOR and 
SECRETARY reported that he had seen Sir Graham Briggs (the gentleman who first 
brought the subject to the notice of the Board), who had offered to defray from his 

own pocket the cost of fencing in the burial ground, he being of opinion that it was 
a reproach to himself and to the other Christian inhabitants of the island that they 
should have allowed a place of interment for the dead to be desecrated. 

After a few remarks from Mr, E. A. FRANKLIN, who deprecated the acceptance 
of Sir Graham Briggs’s offer, it was resolved that that gentleman be thanked for his 
offer, and that he be informed that the necessary funds will be forthcoming from 
Jewish sources. 

Mr. M. CASTELLO stated that as the congregation at Charlestown had been a 
Sepbardic one, he would bring the subject before the next meeting of the Execu- 
tive of the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, with the view, if possible, of 
obtaining a grant towards the expenses which would have to be incurred.

| Throughout the whole course of our history the Jewish regard for education 


has been one of our most conspicuous traits. From the Talmudic times to 
these days of Judenhetze, when Getman Jews have four times their 
proper proportion of the higher education, Jews have taken the 


lead in attention to. this- all-important particular. Nor can we 
discern any falling off in this regard with English Jews. As much 
attention is paid nowadays to edneation as was ever done formerly, It is not 


so much the amount of education that demands our anxiety as. its 
nature. Are we uniform in our dealings with this subject ? Are we decided 
on the principles that should determine the character of English Jews’ edu- 
cation? So far from this being the case, it is not too much to say that there 
are not two parents who think alike dn this vital question, even if we find 
parents who have given conscious thought to ths exact problem that we 
wish toraise. We are both Englishmen and Jews. In the education of 
our children, how much stress do we wish to lay on either of the two elements 
of our nature? Do we desire that our children should be. Englishmen with 
a tinge of Jewish feeling or Jews witi a tinge of English culture? If the 
former, should we have the children of our upper classes educated more at - 
specifically Jewish schools than they seem to be at present? If the latter, 


should our children of .the lower classes attend secular schools in’ greater 


numbers than they do now? ATI these (uestions need a definite answer and 
definite action to be taken upon the answer, before we can be said to be 
“pulling together’? in the matter of Jewish education. a rule, 
practical men, and especially practical Mnglishmen, are averse to discussing 
questions of general principles, but this is one of those cases where principle | 
and practice are necessarily combined, Whatsoever be the result arrived 
at it is clearly desirable that it should be acted on uniformly by all English 


Jews. 


We have recently discussed a plan by which this desired uniformity 
might be obtained. The idea’ of a Jewish Educational Board, 
has been advocated with his usual clearsightedness by the Rey. 
Dr. Hergmann and elaborated by the Rev. A. L. Gugen with 
characteristic love of detail. If the representatives of all Jewish achools and 
of as many other schools as possible where Jewish children attended were 
to meet periodically, and decide on uniform action, much would be done to solve 
this difficult and intricate problem. In time it might be possible to arrange 


_ conferences at which the masters of Provincial Jewish schools might attend 
confer with Metropolitan educatisnists. 


And in the not too distant 
future we might anticipate a consensus of experiences by all the Jewish 
leaders of education throughout the Anglo-Saxon world, The same bond 
of unity that now unites all Jews in a common form of ceremonial might be 


additionally strengthened by the adoption of a similar system of Jewish 


education throughout: all communities of the same type of culture.

NORDERNEY, Suny 1881, 


The German identi have brought things to such a pass, that g 
“foreigner on crossing the German frontier becomes seized with secret and 


terrible fears, and anxiously looks around him to ascertain whether either in 
the airor on the ground he will meet with any signs of the new crusade, 


Thank God, it is not. yet as bad as all this. 1 crossed tho Prussian Frontior 


at Oberberg and found the vair as fresh and as sweet, the: ground ag 


verdant and as friendly as was the case a few years ago when anti- Semitiom ae 


was still an unknown word. Even when I penetrated farther into the heart of 


the country, and travelled through the whole of Prussia I came across nothing © 


which betrayed to me the existence of the new hatred against the Jews. Ono 
can walk through the streets of Berlin, the central seat of the agitation, ag 


‘unmolested as formerly and if one dcesnow and then meet with some rough fellow 


who carrot brook the Jews must remember that such persons have existed 
even in those times when Sticker and Henrici had not yet seen the light. On 


the other hand, one may meet with many individuals who frequently give open 


expression to picie contempt for and condemnation of the reactionary move- 
ment, and who declare their conviction that the days of the Judenhet:c are 
numbered. 

‘The excesses which have been committed in Russia did a bad turn for the 
German Jew-baiters, Scenes such as those which have been witnessed in Kief 
de not tend to make hatred of the Jews fashionable inthe modern world. That 
this 1s the case may be seen from the lull in the agitation of the anti-Semitic 
leaders, a change which we need not look upon as the calm before the storm, 
It is truo that ina short time when the elections will take place, things will 
become a little warmer, but there is no ground for fearing the worst. The 
Germans are par excellence @ literary nation. The writing of pamphlets and 
the delivering of speeches have the same significance with them as actual deeds 
have in Russia. The gall which finds its way into the anti-Jewish writing 
of the present day has freed the minds of their authors from much latent 
hatred which might easily have been vented in a considerably more dangerous 


manner. Printed paper is in any case more innocuous than conilagration and 
pillage The feeling-among the Jews is therefore of a more confident nature. 


Trey have heard of pamphlet after pamphlet being written in their defence and 
they vigw the course of the movement in the calmest possible way. The sig- 
natures to the anti-Semitic petition have been collected and the petition itself bas 
been put aside in the office of the Imperial Chancellor. His Highness continues to 
givo Conservative Students’ Associations and meetings tokens of his sympathy, 
and even sometiaes gives public evidence of his aversion to the Jews, but tho 
latter have already become accustomed to these outbursts of hatred, and they 
know full well against whom this antipathy is directed. It is generally hoped 
that with the elections the hatred against the Jews will come to an end. As 
long as professors and men of position treated the Jewish question in a moro or 
less academical manner, Jewish pens never wearied of writing opposition 


’ pamphlets, or of delivering speeches in defence of their outraged religion and 


people. But as soon as the movement had descended to a lower grade, and had 


_ found its way into popular meetings and into the streets, the Jews discontinued 


their modo of defence, for pamphlets are of no avail against blows. This 
since whilst causing tranquillity to reign within, it 
also causes it to exist without, and prevents many a strong word, which in the 
heat of a paper warfare is so sasily dropped, from being written by our defenders— 


some of our writers has been attributed the loss of several former friends of our 
people and our cause. 


The Jews, however, can continue their silence with greater confidence, since 
their cause is identified with the interests of enlightenment and progress. Even 


the most stupid are now aware that in Germany anti-Semitism is but another 
name for reaction. Liberalism is being persecuted, and as a blind the

 Althoogh the elections for the Hungarian Parliament have not yet been 


completed, we may alrealy consider the results from a Jewish point of view, | 


since we do not expect that the returns which have yet to come in will notify 


the election of any more Jewish Deputies.

notably by the landed proprietor, Lajos Krauss, and the advocate, Dr, Ullmann 


(who, since the patent of nobility was conferred on his late father, bears the 


name of Erenyi), we confidently anticipated that everyone of them would be 


elected. Our expectations have, however, not been fulfilled, and we ‘must 
remain content with the fact that the number of Jewish members instead of 


diminishing has slightly increased. On the whole we may assert that the con-. 


fidence of the electors in their Jewish representatives continues unabated. Only 
in one instance has a Jew lost his seat, but this was solely due to the unex- 
pectedly strenuous exertions of the opposing party, and on this account the 


matter has aroused considerable notice. The defeated candidate is Dr. Franz - 


Chorio, late member for Arad. The name of Chorin has a well-known ring 
in the later religious history of the Jews. Inthe Hall of Honour at the National 
Museum in Pesth may be seen the portrait of a bearded Rabbi. Tnis was Aron 
Chorin, the grandfather of the ex-deputy, and the renowned Rabbi of Arad, 
whose premature labours in the direction of Jewish reform gained for him a 
reputation which extended far beyond Hungary. His grandson, whilst aban- 
doning the outward forms of Judaism, has retained his Jewish sentiments, and 
has adopted his grandfather’s motto not to forsake a cause that is being perse- 
cuted. During many years he represented Arad in the Hungarian Parliament, 
and continued to do so even after having, as a prominent lawyer, transferred 
his residence to this city. Arad is the only city in Hungary in which religious 
differences have almost entirely disappeared ; the relations between Jews and 
Christians have therefore assumed a cordial character, which excites the surprise 
and admiration of strangers. Cliorin was respected and esteemed by all parties 
alike without distinction of race or creed. Even his fall has shown this fact. 
Notwithstanding the vigorous agitation of his opponent, which included a 
liberal distribution of Istoczy’s anti-Jewish pamphlets, he was only defeated by 
the insignificant majority of sixteen voter. 


The Capital gave us the interesting spectacle of a contest between two 


Jewish candidates. Ever since its constitution has been restored to Hungary, 


Moritz Wabrmann has represented the Leopoldstadt of Pesth, that is, the fifth 
electoral district, in our Chamber of Deputies. In this part of the city 
reside the most enlightened and wealthiest ‘members of the population. It is 
the seat of commerce, of the principal industries and of the most prominent 
merchants. Since his first election, we have been accustomed to see Herr 
Wabrmann returned without opposition. On the present occasion the case was 
altered. On the very evening before the election, Dr. Sigmund Brody offered 
himself as a candidate in opposition to Wahrmann, one Jew against another. 
Dr. Brody, who is a young map, is the editor of the most widely circulated 
‘German paper in Hungary, and through his distinguished talents he has in a 
wery short time succeeded in raising himself to a position of influence and 
affluence. Wahrmann, on the other hand, has during late years, lost a consider- 


able part of the esteem in which he was held through his social and his political 
bearing. Formerly a pillar, a very oracle of the Ministerial party, he has, since — 
the Austrian occupation of Losnia, separated himeelf from that party, and has 
taken up a somewhat isolated position in the House, which bas considerably | 
damaged his influence. His refusal to accept the office of President of the. 


Jewish community, which, to the general surprise of the community, was only 
‘made known at the last moment before the election, alienated the sympathies 


of the majority of the Jewish electors. But it required a stronger name than 
‘that of Brody to imperil Wabrmann’s re-election. After a brief struggle

Karl Svab was returned for Torok-Kanitza 
with a majority of 838 votes. He is one of the richest Jewish landowners in 
Hungary, and associates himself more than any other Jew with the highest — 
aristocracy of the land. In the meantime he held himself aloof from all inter- _ 


ference or interest in Jewish affairs, in order that no denominational construction — 


could be put on his re-election. He belongs to the Opposition party in parliament, 
More noteworthy is the election of Dr. Ernest Mezei for Miskolez.. He is 

the brother of Dr. Moritz Mezei, who distinguished himself by bis rare intellectual 
abilities as Secretary of the Hungarian Jewish Congress. Asa member of the 
Extreme Left he supports the ideas of Kossuth, and thus affords the sight of a 
Radical Jewish member of the House. In connection with the Left may also 

be named Ignatz Helfy, who was formerly known as Llelfer, and lived in this 
city as a Jewish teacher, Kossuth appointed him as his Secretary, and thus 
assisted him in obtaining a position and iofluence. fe has edited and published 
the writings of his former patron, and is one of the most gifted speakers in 
Parliament and in the Municipal Council. Fiery, witty, ever ready to strike, 
and strong in argument, he is one of the greates! pillars of the Left, the leading 
spirit of the Opposition, and one of the most feared enemies of the Government. 
Although it is sometimes averred that he has become a convert to Christianity, 

the truth of the ststement has never been proved, and ho is generally looked 

upon asa Jew. On account of his great powers, to which I have just alluded, 
and of his intimacy with Kossuth, he enjoys a high reputation. | 


A seat has been gained at Mohacs by the advocate, Leopold Doutech, whose 
election is of considerable importance, since the town for which he has been 
returned has made itself conspicuous by its hatred for tho Jews. In fact, we 
scarcely believed it possible that Mohac’s representative in the Chamber could 


be a Jew. | 


But a certain person has becn re-clected, the thought of whom can for a 
moment destroy our pleasare. I refer to Istoczy, the notorious anti-Jewish 
agitator. There are, however, many persons who believe him to be less dangerous 
when he sits in the company of civilized men in Parliament, than if he walked 
about without a place in that asseinbly. 


More than anything else the re-slection and clection of these Jowish deputies 
shows that all the agitation of Istoczy and his associates has not yet had the 


‘effects which were to be feared from their movements, and which have made 


themselves so apparent as the result of similar agitations in Germany and 
Russia. In the meantime the Jews in Hungary are continuing to become 
more and more nationalized, and by their progress in industry, arts and science 
they become worthy members of society. Usury, that hated remnant of olden. 
times is rapidly disappearing among the Jews, and there is no longer-any fears 
that this disreputable calling will. give rise to fresh outbursts of hatred — 
against our people. The accusation that the Jews are devoting themselves 


to the Germanisation of Hungary is becoming more and more silent when it 


is seen that both in public and private life they give the preferonce to the 
national language, and shine in tho first rank of Hangarian authors. The 
fact that our coreligionist, Herr Korosi, is Director of the Statistical Office 
is the best proof that the Jews aro usefully striving to make Buda Posth an

THE JEWS IN GERMANY. 


The Berlin correspondent of the Daily News telegraphed on Monday night : 
“The Berlin National Zeitung publishes the following telegram: ‘ This evening 
Neustettin was the scene of serious tumult. Yesterday an excited crowd paraded 
the streets the whole night jong. Several shops and the printing office of the 
Neustettiner Zeitung were demolished. Over thirty arrests have been made.’ 
In confirmation of this | hear that the editor of the Neustettiner Zeitung earlier 
in the day was waylaid on his way to the railway station by a man named 
Leuttcsch, who accosted him,saying, ‘ You are the man who wrote those articles,’ 
meaning certain statements denunciatory of the anti-Jewish proceedings, and 
thereupon set upon him so ferociously that the editor fell senseless to the ground. 
On recovering consciousness, and having obtained surgical assistance, he was 
able to proceed on his journey. It appears that the editor has lately received 
notices threatening violence, and even death, at the hands of the anti-Semitics. 
‘Lhe outbreak in the town was the outcome of the anti-Semitic fanaticism.” 


The same correspoudent telegraphed on Wednesday : ‘‘In Neustettin the 
agitation against the Jews still rages. On Monday night the streets of the town 
were again thronged with a riotous crowd of working men, and the authorities 
were at their wits’ ends how to restore tranquility. 
say comical means of calming the tumult was adopted. A band of music was 
oidered to the market-place, and thence marched playing martial airs towards 
the railway station. The masses, charmed by the stirring sounds, followed it. 
On reaching a pleasure-garden on the outskirts of the town, a halt was called, 
and the crowd was supplied with beer gratis. This arrangement found great 
favour with the rioters, but instead of having the desired result of dispersing them 
only instigated them to mischief. On returning to the town,the band having 
departed, the excited multitude set to work to smash the windows of all the 
Jewish householders which came in their way, and to wreck the shops of the 


tradesmen belonging to that race. The following day orders were given to the —

Tke Report then gives details of the operations of the Board during the 
past year, which, as stated, have already been fully reported in our-columns. 
The particulars furnished of current legislation indicate the zealous watchfulness 
of the Solicitor and Secretary, Mr. Lewis Emanuel. From the annual returns to 
the Registrar-General of marriages, interments, and seatholders of the several 


congregations having Secretaries certified to the Board, from 1st January to 31st 


December, 1880, it appears that in 14 London synagogues, having 3,199 seat- 


holders, there had been 349 marriages and 983 interments ; that in 40 provincial 


synagogues, having 2,820 registered seathgiders, there had been 120 marriages 
and 201 interments, and that in the four Scotch and Irish synagogues, having 
238 seatholders, there had been seven marriages and 30 interments. The 
Solicitor and Secretary made a calculation of the Jewish population of Great 
Britain and Ireland, based on the death rate. ‘The number of Jewish interments 
iu the United Kingdom during the year 1880, as certifiel to the Registrar- 
General, was 1,297. The annual rate of mortality per 1,000 of persons living in 
England and Wales during the same period (January Ist to December 31st, 
1880), according to the Registrar General’s returns, was 20°7 per 1,000 Judged: 
by this standard, we must have a Jewish population in the United Kingdom of 
62,656. In offering this estimate no pretension was made to perfect accuracy ; 
firstly, because the violent fluctuations in the annual returns of Jewish inter. 
ments in London had given rise to doubts as to the trustworthiness of the death 
rate asa basis of calculation ; secondly, because the general death rate applies 
to England and Wales only, whereas the Jewish deaths comprise Ireland and 
Scotland also ; thirdly, because Jews reside, for the most part, in cities and towns, 
whereas the rate of mortality of 20°7 per 1,000 includes the deaths in the rural 
districts, in which the mortality is fully four per cent. lower than in the chief 
towns.” 

The expenditure of the. Board for the year amounted to £319 9s. 1d., which 
as usual, was appropriated among the congregations according to the number 


of delegates elected. The United Synagogue contributed an aggregate amonnt — 


of £147 193., or nearly half the total expenditure. . 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


We regret to learn that the recent conflicts between the Czechs and Germans in 
Bohemia have given rise in several parts of that country to outrages by the Czechs 
upon the Jews. Whilst in Prague the attack has been confined to words, in other 
places it has been of a more serious character. In one town a petard charged with 
dynamite was thrown into the cellar of the Jewish communal office, and so great 
was the force of the explosion that a child sleeping in the top of the house was 
thrown out of its bed. The fire which resulted from the explosion was confined to 
the cellar and was speedily extinguished. The troops.were ordered to remain io 


their barracks in consequence of the inflamed attitude of the populace towards the 


Jews. In another town petards have for the third time been cast into. houses of 
Jews and the outsides of these houses have been covered with tar.—In Vienna, 
Prague, and Kollin (Moravia) newspapers have been confiscated and punishment 
inflicted on their editors for violent attacks on the Jews, whilst in Lemberg several 
persons have been imprisoned for hawking anti-Jewish pamphlets in the public —
